Applicant's argument that Mans is not an annular trough is found to be non-persuasive since claims are open with the term "comprising" to 
an annular trough with partitions such as shown by Mans (elongate container 6 with partitions 24 therein). 

Applicant's argument that his invention defines over Mans and Kling in that it includes a common trough or single chamber in which all the 
objects/specimens are identically treated is found to be non-persuasive since it is not commensurate in scope with claim language with the 
claims silent to a single chamber but rather open with the term "comprising" to a plurality of chambers. 

All arguments set forth in the instant after-final amendment are well taken, however, rejections of the claims under the prior art as set forth 
in the final office action mailed 8/20/2008 is sustained for the reasons set forth in the final office action. 
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
